WASHINGTON, Jan, 21.—There are at pres- 
ent in Washington quite large delegations of 
Southern Republicans, conferring with regard 
to the future political policy to be pursued in 
the South, and the relations of the legisiation 
of Congress to the same. Among them are 
Gov. Smith of Alabama, ex-Goy. Parsons of 
tbe same State, and others of equal promi- 
nence. The advisability of reconstruction by 
Congress has met with a very general disa- 
greement, butin lieu of it an amendment to 
the ewforcement measure, proposing that 
Congress shall apply it to registration for ali 
States and local elections, and sustain it by a 
wilitery force, seems to meet with more favor. 
A wll has already been drawn up to 
tbateffect. Another measure, which proposes 
to declare that the electoral vote of no State 
shall be counted for President, in which any 
violence or iatimidation or so-called outrages 
have been practiced preceding such election, 
hasaiso been prepared. Probably neither of 
theee schemes will be introduced till tne 
Forty-second Congress convenes, when the 
tpecial committee of the Senate on the South- 
ern States will make a report as a basis for 
Congressional action. 

REVENUE REFORM. 

There is a fair prospect, after all, that there 
will be some icgislation on Internal Revenue 
matters at this session. Next week the Ways 
aud Means intend to take final action on the 
repeal of the income tax, and it is believed 
that, unless the Treasury Department inter- 
pose strong objection, that it will be abolish- 
ed.

INIERNAL REVENUE MATTERS.

An Attempted Seduction Results in

A Young Lady Shet by Her Lover.

About half past eight o’clock last night a 
young man b Fred Kohrs, aged about 
twenty, called upona Miss Philomena Wil- 
linghoff, at her residence, on Philadelphia 
street, between Seventh and Eightb, in Oov- 
ington. The lady was the intended of Kohrs, 
and he had been callingon ber for the past 
year. Last evening whea ke called, “feule,”’ 
as she is familiarly ealled, had gone on some 
errand. Kobra waited some fifteen minutes

presently returned, and, 
the testimony taken before the Coroner’s 
inquest and corroborated by several persons, 
met Mr. Kobrs with the exclamation, ‘‘My 
God! Fred, 1 that you? What are you do- 
ing here tonight?’ Immediately afterward 
they (that is, Mr. Kobts and Miss Welling- 
oft) proceeded to the family sitting-room, 
which is situated two gooms back of the 
kitchen, They had beed there about 15 or 20 
minutes when a piatol-shot was heard, and 
the yourg lady came running toward the 
kitchen, crying, ‘‘My God, Fred bas shot me; 
must I die, Oh! must 1 die,” and, failing into 
the arms of a iady, fell obrs came im- 
mediatly afterward, saying, “Menie, I didn’t 
shoot jou.’’ Then, very exci y, he- ran 
from the house to r of a Catholic 
, Father #roelich, who hved near the 
Throwing his arms around the rever- 
end gentleman’s neck, he began sobbing and 
groaning, and then ip an excited manner stated 
that he had shot his girl, Philomena Welling- 
hoff; that he had asked her to dosomething 
and that she had refused, and be pretended he 
was goog to shoot her,and that the pistol 
went off accidentally. Leaving his house, he 
ran back to the scene of the murder, when he 
was asked to go mumediately for a doctor. He 
ran to bis own home, bringing back his father 
and uncle. An inquest was beld over the body 
ot the gir) last night, aud contiaoued till this 

morning at ten o'clock 

Kobrs resides with bis father, his mother 
beme dead, on Lewis street, between Craig 
and Russell streets,in Covington. Shorily 
after the murder, Kbors went to the court- 
house, on Third etreet, and delivered himself 
up to Marshal Dalley, saying it was an acci- 
aent. 

About 8 o’clock, one of the Chronicle re- 
porters visited the court-house to obtain what 
furtber purticulars might be adduced in the 
coroner’s inquest. Covington seemed to 
be quite excited over the cold-blooded deed 
that had transpired Jast night. In and arouad 
the court house, when we arrived, there bad 
assembied quite a crowd, and two hours later 
there was an immense throvyg peering through 
the bars of the jail gateway, inquiring of the 
officers the particulare, and excitably forming 
their opinions of the murder, although at- 
tempting in no way to actas vVigilange com- 
mittees or demonstrating any evil. Pablic 
cpivion is naturaly aginst the murderer. 

Kobrs is well known in Cincinnati. Some 
few months since he bad a triviel difficulty 
with a man pamed Niemeyer, whom he se- 
verely cut with a knife, although, generally 
speaking, he has borne a good character. The

We opened the door and she 
ran ip, and he said, **No, I didn’t shoot you.” 
She cried, ‘‘Ob, yes you did, and I am dying.”’ 
She fell over in my arms, and in a few min- 
utes died there. Herdcath occurred at about 
nine o'clock. 

{rs. Elizabeth Wellieghot! sworn—Am 
mother of the deceased. Was in the kitchen 
when Fred. came iv. He rather looked back 
out of the door as though some one was com- 
ing after him. He asked for Menie. Told 
him she would be sn afterawhile. Had gone 
to the grocery. When she came in she said: 
*“*My God, Fred., is gl im What are you 
doing here to-night?’’ red. never came on 
Friday nights. He had been visiting my 
daughter abouta year. He always came on 
Sundays aud Thursdays, Was there Thurs- 
day wight. Last Sunday afternoon he 
said “‘some Cincinnati fellow was trying to cut 
him out.’’ She laughed, and said she ‘didn’t 
waut any otber fellow than him.” He neve. 
locked the dvor before. The other door of 
the room has always been locked. The win- 
dow blind was up when he went in there and 
down afterwards. I waa the first person to 
go into the middle room after my daughter 
was shot. Found one pillow on the foot of 
the bed, and appearances indicated that some 
one bad beer on the be 

Father Froelich sworo—Fred. Kohrs came 
into my house about a quarter before nine. He 
was very much excited; could scarcely speak, 
and hupgaround my neck. Finally he got 
out that be had shot a girl, Philomena Wel- 
fngbotl; that be thought there was nothing in 
the pistol, I fonnd the girl dying or dead. I 
administered condi'ional absolation and ex- 
treme unction to her. The young man seemed 
to be sincere; said be bad asked the girl todo 
something, and when she wouldn’t do it 
pulled out the pistol and threatened to shoot 
her, when it went off accid¢ ntally. 

Dr. Wright said that, there being a suspi- 
cion of pregnarcy, he examined the womb, 
aud found such not the case; be thought she 
was @ Virgin. 

VERDICT OF THE JURY. 

The following is the verdict of the jury 
recdered at noon to-day: 

We, tbe jury impaneled to hold the inquest 
on the body of Philomera Wellinghofl, an un- 
married women, about 19 years of age, find 
that the said Philomena Wellinghoff came to 
her death from 3 wound from a pistol in the 
hands of Frederick Kolirs, and that the han- 
dii: g of said pistol by said Kohrs was either 
malicious or careless, but as to which of these 
two the jury are divided in opinion.

The Cities of Over 20,000 Populetion, 
(From the Washington Patriot.) 

The following table, compiled from the last 
census, shows that there are in the United 
States sixty-seven cities with a population of 
over 20, inhabitants. Washington, which 
in 1860 stood number fourteen on the list, 
now stands number twelve—Louisville, Al- 
bany and Newark having been outnumbered, 
whiie San Francisco bas outstripped the four, 
and takes its position teuth on the list. St, 
Lonis and Chicago have passed Baltimore, 
Boston, New Orleans and Cincinnati, and 
stand fourth and fifth on the list; while Balti- 
more, which stood fourth iu 1860, now stands 
sixth, In the matter of percentage of gain, 
Kansas City, Missouri, is far in the lead, while 
New Bedford, in the North, and Savannah, in 
the South, are the only cities which show an 
actual deercase. : 

In 1870 toe aggregate gape of the ten 
leading cities waa 2,708,987. In 1870 the same 
cities show a population of 3,649,676—a gain 
of 940,679, or an average of 37.7 per cent.; 
anda corresponding increase, which seems 
more than probable, for the next decade, 
would give in those cities a populatioa of 
nearly 5,0v0,000.

In approaching Thirty-fourth street, from

t ls built of white marble, consists of 
three lofty stories, besides the cious base- 
ment floor and the a ts of the vaulted 
roof; The architecture is Corinthian—the 
most splendid of the five orders—which is pe- 
culiarly adapted to a im which gayety 
or mugnificence is an - The main eleva- 
tlon,; srorting on irty-fourth street, Is 
gained by a flight of eighteen marble steps; 
the pertico is supported by six Corinthiau 
colams. The height of the entablature 1s di- 
| vided into six parts, of which two are allotted 

to the architrave, one and a half to 
the frieze and one and a half to the cornice, 
The entablature forms a for the 
pedestal and shaft of four columns of the 
same order, which rise to the height of the 
second story. The widows otf Thirty- 
fourth street facade are twenty-three in num- 
ber, and those of the Fifth avenue front and 
corresponding opposite end number nine, re- 
spectively. They are proportioned in regard 
10 the alutude of the several stories of the 
edifice, and each contains a single pane of 
French plate glass. The profiles of all the 
windows of the first floor have facial orna-

ustrade. ‘lhe four rides of the rvof are di- 
vided by gable and gablet windows, enriched 
with Oruamentation, The roof is covered with 
slate tiles. A wing projects from the north 
side of the building, riees nearly to the height 
of the second story andis surmounted by a 
cupola light. This is the exterior of the art 
galiery. Having ts#kena rapid survey of the 
exterior of tbe building, we proceed to take an 
inspection of the interval arrangement and 

coratico, commencing at the grand en- 
tra.ce, the door of which ie paneled with orna- 
wenfal lights, with plane head-lights. The 
communication between the stories is bya 
spacious staircase of white marbie in the cen- 
ter part of the bailding.

Among 
tbem are Rosa Bonheur, Paul Laroche, Mes- 
sonier, Church, Bierstadt, Gifford, and Hunt- 
ingion. Mr. Stewart’s agents commissioned 
to send works of art from foreign countries 
are constantly remitting paintings and statua- 
ry for this spacious gallery, which are accepted, 
or rejected and returned, as they bear favora- 
ble or adverse criticsm from competent 
judges.

The room on this 
floor corresponding with the grand salon be- 
neath is elaborately decorated ina similar 
menner. [tis to be devoted to the use of 
guests. The billiard room, opening from it, 
is decorated in dark blueand guvld. The suite 
of rooms immediately above these are designed 
especially fur the use of President Grant. The 
dimensions are the same. An entire absence 
Of marble ts observed in these apartments. 
The decorations are simplified, and, in our 
Opinior, are of far less magnificence thas 
the other apartments dezcribed. A _ bil- 
liard room also connects with this suite 
for the use ot the General, and there is one 
redecming feature to the plainness of these 
apartments which undoubtedly the President 
will eppreciate, ramely, their accessibility to 
the wine room. All the rooms of this third 
story Lave moldings of wood, painted to sim- 
ujat2 white marble, and in all of them the 
frescces are simple and vary in design ard 
color. Theservants’ rooms are located in the 
gablea apartments, are luxurious only on be- 
irg within this marble building. All in all, 
Mr Stewart has decorated Fifth aveaue, 
cheated tbe hotela of entertaining Presidential 
guests, patrouized foreign artists exciusively, 
and made our metropolis the possessor of a 
palace such as kings and queens might envy, 
a White House in the metrupotis of the coun:

A correspondent of the London Times las 
shocked the poetic sersibilities of Lord By- 
rou’s Dumerous worshipers by depicting the 
repulsive and — surroundings of his Jast 
resting-place. If, by chance, a stray pilgrim 
should seek the hallowed spot, be wili take the 
cars at Nottingham, on the Mansfield railway, 
aud ride six miles, to Huckgal Torkard, the 
railway station of Newstead. The vi lage, 
about a stove’s throw from the station, con- 
sists of a long, dirty, irregular lane, at the 
end of which is the churcb, a sma!l weather- 
beaten structure, supposed to date back to the 
eleventh century.

Portrait Painting. 
It is now upwards of a quarter of a cen- 
tury since the introduction of photography, 
and yet portrait painting has held its own. 
It is true that, at first, many persons sup- 
posed that sun pictures would supersede 
the productions of the portrait painter, as 
they have set aside the silhouettes to the 
sate-keeping of which our ancestors con- 
signed their profiles for the benefit of pros- 
perity. It is likewise true that the photo- 
graph has nearly banished from its place 
above the mantelpiece the very bad like- 
ness of the very good son who died very 
young, which was sometimes done in 
crayon, oitener in water colors, and occa- 


dering-Jew sort of artist whose real name 
is hid under a multiplicity of aliases. 

Photograpby has had a beneficial rather 
tban an injurious effect upon portait paint- 
ing by popularizing portraiture. Famil- 
iarzing the people with detailed surtace 
representations, it has led them to de 
sire something better, and thus created 
a larger demand for those portratis which, 
while preserving the reality of the photo- 
graph, require for their production the ex- 
ercise of the intellect. Notwithstanding 
the wider enceuragement extended to this 
branch of art, and the degree of advance- 
ment portrait painting has reached :n this 
country, the artists who make ita specia} 
study, and can paint portraits which will 
satisty the requirements of just criticism, 
are very few. 

A common mistake is to iiiene'that, 
because an artist has attained a high posi- 
tion in figure paimmting, be can, by means 
ot the technical knowledge obtained in 
that department, paint a successful por- 
trait. The capacities of mortals are limit- 
ed, and it fully taxes the intellect, educa- 
tion, and skill of men having more than 
average ability to attain excellence in any 
one branch of art. Tobe able to paint a 
portrait worthy of the name is one of the 
highest efforts of the human mind, and it 
requires a great power in analyzing char- 
acter, dn entire sympathy with the sub- 
ject, and a delicate perception of color and 
form to produce any satisfactory work.

FIELDING, in a 
pleasant paper on books and reading, in 
the Covent Garden Journal, laments that 
such scribblers as Tom Brown and Tom 
D’Urrey should find readers, while the 
writings of “so exalted, so entertaining and 
so voluminous an author as PLUTARCH re- 
main.” Hitherto only PLuTarca’s Lives 
have been accessible to American readers, 
but now, thanks to these brave publishers, 
the Morals are within the reach of all who 
care to be entertained with their good-na- 
tured speculations. In the estimation of 
RoxsertT SovTHeEy the Morals are the wor- 
thier half of PLuTarcnu’s works; and Mr. 
Emerson, in his Essay on Books, 
says that a true reader can as ill 
spare the Morals as the Lives. This 
edition is a reprint of the English ver- 
sion of 1684-1604, which was made by 
Joun Puiwiirs (nephew of Mitton) 
THomas CREECH, WILLIAM BAxTER 
(vephew of Ricnarp BaxTEeR of “happy 
memory and unhappy digestion”), and 
other “eminent hands,” and which has 
been thoroughly revised by Professor 
Goopwin, of Harvard University, who 
says that, notwithstanding all the deiects 
of the present translation, “it 1s, beyond 
all question, a more readable version than 
could be made now, and the hyeliness of 
its style will more than make ‘up Yo most 
readers forits want of literal correctness.” 
And Mr. Emersowy, in his beautiful but too 
bnet introduction, speaks glowingly of 
the vigorous English style of this transla- 
tion: “it is the speech of business and con- 
versation, and in every tone, from lowest 
to highest.” Perbaps it may interest a 
reader or two to know that this handsome 
new edition of PLutarca’s Morals was 
printed from Leian Hunt’s copy of the 
work, probably the very copy mentioned 


in his delightful paper on “My Books.”

Stupidity of After-Dinner Speeches.

neas extra to their subscription. We are 
thinking now only of the more favorable 
cases. Nowandthen you meet & man 
who is perverse and stupid, who does not 
sit down when his head is gone, who treats 
a cough with contempt and resents con- 
versation as an impertinence; a man who 
simply stands still when his ideas have all 
vanished, and who, although conscious 
that his mind is am utter blank, neverthe- 
less persists in keeping on his legs and 
firing off odd little sentences that mean 
nothing, like riflemen firing off blank car- 
tridge after their shot is all gone. Most 
after-dinner speakers are simply bores.

might be safely predicated. In ancient 
times the convenience of the multitude 
was but little studied; but the arts having 
been brought toa great state of perfection, 
the seats of the priviléged few were elabor- 
ate productions, worthy of the high dig- 
nity of their possessors. The tradition 
runs that Tarquin introduced the ivory 
curule chairs into Rome; be this as it may, 
they were in usein the timeof Brutus, who, 
though he destroyed the kingly powers, and 
changed the constitution of Rome from a 
monarchy into arepublic, knew how far he 
could safely go, and did not dare to touch 
the chairs. The pretors and ediles who 
were premitted to occupy them esteemed 
the privilege so highly that they retained 
the curule chair at home after their term 
of office had expired, as a proofof the dig- 
nity to which they had attained. These 
Roman officials were so much attached to 
their seat that they would not part with 
them when they went abroad, but had 
chairs placed upon wheels, andin these 
chariots—often elaborately ornamented 
with goldand precions stones—they show- 
ed themselves to the admiring, unseated 
multitude. The Romans considered it an 
honor to ride in these curules, that were 
“remarkably high,’ Vliny tells us—a 
convenient method of acquainting the 
spectators with the degree of homage ex- 
pected from them,equivalent to the method 
employed by artists of olden times, who 
always depicted kings and heroes at least 
twice the size of ordinary men. 
STATIONARY CHAIRS. 

In early days in England movable chairs 
were so rare that the only one extant, da- 
ting earlier than the end of the thirteenth, 
or beginning of the fourteenth century, is 
the coronation chair in Westminster 
Abbey—"‘chaises dormantes,”’ as they 
were called—being universally used in 
hall and bower. 

In those days, cabinet-makers and up- 
bolsterers were unknewn. Each lord and 


baron maintained his own handicrafts- 


men, and the necessary articles of furni- 
ture were made on the spot by the carpen- 
ter. Rude fixed benches were ranged 
along the sides of the hall, and before these 


were placed the tables, only one side of 


which was occupied, as we seein Da Vinci's 
picture ofthe “Last Suffper,” and others. 
The open space in the center of the hall 


was left free for the performance of min- 


strels, jongleurs, &c. At the end was the 
raised dais, where stood the chair of state 
whereon sat the lord of the mansion. 
These chairs were usually surmounted b 

a canopy, often richly decorated wit 

carving. There is an inventory of furni- 
ture taken in 1466, in which is metioned 
“a chair of tymbre of astate, covered with 


blue cloth of gold, and four pomells of 


copper.’ A “case of lether thereto’ is 
properly added. In the ladies’ bower 
movable chairs were as little known—the 
highborn dame and her maidens, when 
engaged in the interminabl tapestry work, 
being the broad window -seat. 

LUXURY LY REPOSE. 

Here we have an idea of an active age, 
one little given to sitting still. There 
came a time, however, when power of brain 
erme to be respected as well as 
muscle, Italy and France led the way; 
England followed in the wake; and we are 
not surprised to find, as a consequence, 
that some improvement was madein the 
rude seats of earlier days. Inthe latter 
part ofthe fourteenth century cushions 
began to find favor in the houses of the 
great, and the want of workmanship in 
the ch 
tapestry called dorsars. Among the 
crown jewels of Edward the III. are men- 
tioned a dorsar and a bankar, embroidered 
withthe arms of the Black Prince and 
John of Gaunt. 

Folding chairs were alse now intro- 
duced; a great convience, enabling those 
accustomed to such luxuries to carry 
them about withersoever they went. But 
stillthe more luxurious seats could only 
have been in partial use; for Sir J. Har- 
rington, writting about the year 1597, asks 
why it would not as well become the state 
of the chamber to have “easye quilted 
and lyned forms and stools for the lords 
and laydes to sit on, as great plank 
forms that two yeomen can scant remove 
out of the places, and waynscot stools so 
hard, that since great breeches were laid 
aside men can scant endeur to sitt on.” 
It appears fromthisthat the chaises dor- 
mantes were superseded by movable 
benches. He goes onto say that the fash- 
ion of cushioned chairsis taken up inevery 
merchant's. house; so here we find a 
trace of the rise into importance of the 
middle class. At the timein which the

region of the Potomac and the Patap:co by rail- 
road passengers. Shippers of freight, it is more 
than Ifkely, fare no better. “Out West” these 
things, viewed through the President’s traveling 
apectacies, wouki bave the appearance of “‘ob- 
stacies in tbe channel,” serving to cause “diver- 
sions and new curreut:;”’ but, seen immediately 
at his ewn door, they are “all fair and glorious 
to beholoc.” 

The Presicent concludes his Louisville speech 
by telling his select audience what ought to be 
done with the Loulzville bridge to advance the 
general Interests of mankind, not excepting cer- 
taio Interests of a more limited charact-r which, 
itmay be presumed, his modesty prevented him 
from bringing too prominently forward. 

The Louisville bridge hasalways been ready to 
furoish *‘all neeced facilities’ for “an econom!- 
cal transit for trade by all roads, from all part: of 
the country.” tocluding the gentleman's own 
road, whenever ft shall be ex ended [to th- falls 
of tbe Ohio. Can he promise as much for 
his two new  0bridges at Pitt:burg . and 
Belair? Will he pass freight across 
either of them atatoll of gy cents per cir load, 
or put antagonistic laterests, should (bey preseat 
ther selves, On ap equal footing with his own? 
Those two bridges together cost about the same 
as the Louisville bridge: But*the latter, let it b> 
remembered, was built entl'ely at the cost of Its 
stockholcers. Nocontribdution or bonus of $50,- 
(00, nor of any other sum, was received from par- 
ties ipterested In navigation, to induce the com- 
pany te bulid thelr pters so as not 
to make them “obstacles in the chaa- 
pel of the river,” imperiliing life 
acd proptrty, In fact, the Loulsville Bridge Com- 
pany voluntarily, and at enormous expense, 
eave their channel spans a greater hight anc a 
much greater width than the law required. 


Another Ratlroad Enterprise.

Witbout discussing the various plans that 
bave been or might be off-red, we would call at- 
tepllon 10 4 notable example—one that might, ta 
the present inactivity io regurd to this matter, 
ve followed with great promi:e of success. It ts 
tbe Mercaniule Library, of New York city, that 
offers us (he model of practical success. 

An article on this library, in Scribner’s Monthly 
for February, places its history and its present 
prcsyerous conditiongrithin the reach of a’! who 
may Wish to examine more fully into those de- 

tulls which ouP space does not permit us to 
mention. 

The New York Mercantile Library, both a cir- 
culating and a reference library, ix a private en- 
terprise. It was organized just Ofty years ago, by 
clerks, and to-day none but clerks have a voice in 
its gover”L ment. 

The real founder of this library was Mr. Wil- 
lfam Wood, a merchant, who expended con«ide’- 
able time and money In similar objects of bene. 
faction for clerks and others, both In Eagland 
aud in tbis couniry. Mr. Wood’s main work, 
however, consisted in inciting the young men to 
eet. He gathered afew of them about bimand 
gained the countenance of some of the older 
merchants, atd, with this material, he founded 
the ivstitution. For tbe first three yeurs its ex. 
istence Was due, perbaps entirely, to Mr. Wood's 
efforts; but the sixib year found over four thou- 
sand books upon the shelves, twelve hundred 
members enrolled, and an Income from dues and 
fees Of pearly two thousand dollars. 

From thet time Its success was tn3sure?, untilit 
bas become the fourth library in the United 
States in the pumber of its volumes and, proba- 
bly, bas po superior iu the uumber of books cir- 
culated. 

The library has achieved this success, as the 
article referred to states, “without endowment 
or State aid, is entirely self-supporting, and is 
managed by young men who have neither special 
aptitude for literary pursuits, nor much experi- 
ence in any kind of busineas.”” The library owns 
its own building, Clinton Hall, Astor Place, and 
from the lease Of the ground floor, and, especial- 
ly, from the feearnd dues of its members, now 
pumberipg about (2,000, its expenses are met. 
This latter resource, it 1s evident, will be large, 
small as ts the price of membersbip, which, for 
clerks, 1s an iuitiation fee of $l anda yearly due 
of $4; all others pay $5 a year. 

If the clerks of New York have done this, can- 
not the clerks of Louisville do liikeaise? They 
are more fortunately situated than were the 
founders of the New York Mercantile Library. 
These latter had no outside ald beyond private 
subectiption. You, young men, in addition to 
the experience of those who have gone bofore 
you, have the proffered assistance of the Mayor 
and City Counctl. Besides, when once a reliable 
or. an)zation has been made, there are many cit- 
izens who will gladly subscribe to an In3titution 
that will improve the minds, and, consequently, 
the work of their employes. A beginning 1: all 
that is needed: and doubtless there are many 
youta men who are willing to undertake the 
matter, bunt luck a head, a guide, 

Who will lead them? Who will be the William 
Wood of Loulsville? Willi any be provoked to 
emulatior? The New York Mercantile Library 
bas brancbd offices, and offers to establish others 
in apy suburbds where a hundred subscribers can 
be obtaired. Shall we seek a branch office, that 
wemay gain the privileges of 120,000 volumes? 
Surely Louisville ts capable of better things. Yes, 
and she 1s ready for better things, calling upon 
scme public-spirited man to give shape tothe 
willingness of her p.opie. I: there a Williqgm 
Wood amotg us?

We learn that Van F. Lyons, of the St. Cloud 
Hotel, has bought the celebrated horse Refugee. 
We are not informed of the price paid for nim, 
but $10,000 was the figure he was held at by 
Miles, his formerowner. The St. Louis Repub- 
lican, In its report of the fair (October 7) last fall, 
save: “The gayest of all these fine stallions ts 
Refugee, owned by Miles, of Jefferson county, 
Kentucky. His playful disposition and spirited 
nature atiracted more attention by far than any 
otber horse upon the grounds. Heis a dark blood 
bay color, black stockings and muzzle, sixteen 
hands high.
